“fan favorites,”’ which is another 
way of saying incompetent 
cowards. In their glory years, the 
fans didn't matter, winning was 
what counted. Today, they’ve 
sacrificed their greatness for 
the cheers of some sniveling 
peasants. 

Let us recall the glory days of 
The Outlaws. Asa tag team, they 
were unbeatable.

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Robinson claims, not without 
admiration in his voice. 

The beginning of this tale takes 
place months ago in Verne Gagne’s 
offices. Billy Robinson was 
ushered right in as soon as he 
arrived. Though Verne was in the 
middle of a very lucrative deal, he 
sent his associates from the room 
and devoted all his attention to 
Robinson. Billy was suitably 
impressed by Gagne’s sense of 
purpose. 

“T called you here,” Verne began,

title belts as if it were a dare to the 
challengers. 

When the match began, 
Robinson and Gagne proved 
themselves worthy to any 
challenge. It was tag team wrestling 
at its best, a superb exhibition of 
scientific virtuosity. Duncum and 
Lanza were overwhelmed from the 
opening moments and never 
managed a concerted attack 
throughout the whole match. 

Minute after exhausting minute, 
the champions floundered in 
desperation. They tried all their 
dirtiest tricks but to no avail. As 
the inevitable climax approached, 
Lanza and Duncum knew their 
belts were in jeopardy. They both 
rushed into the battle, hoping fora 
disqualification.

I protested my innocence, citing 
my interviews with men like Stan 
Hansen, Blackjack Lanza, and Mil 
Mascaras as examples. I’m usually 
the one who sees through the media 
hype to get to the man beneath the 
publicity. 

Dino apologized. “I’m just so 
used to it happening, I accuse 
almost every reporter of hyping.

doubt about it. What | saw was a 
foreign object. 

“That's it, Steele,” | shouted. 
‘“‘¥ou and Stasiak are 
disqualified!”
